THE PRESIDENTS 
MESSAGE. 


President Tak has started something of an inno- 


vation in his nn-unl messag to congress, which was 
transmitted to that body today. 
Instead of the tra- 


ditional review of the state of the nation, in its in- 
ternal affairs and its foreign relations, and the- cus- 
tomary embodiment of all the legislation conceived to 
be needed, he. doals with but one subject. Other im- 
portant questions. r.s the foreign relations, the tariff, 
the currency an.l so on, will be taken up from time to 
time, as may be expedient, in special messages which 
the president will transmit to congress between now 
and the holiday recess. 


The first message—the one that must take historica 


place as the "annual message"—is a monograph on 
the trusts. Nothing thai does not pertain to inter- 
state business is touched upon in this document. The 
'Sherman anti-trust law and the recent supreme court 
decisions bearing upon it are treated at length by the | 
president. The anti-trust law, he says, had been upon 
the statute books for twenty-one years before it was 
finally'established that it could he made effective. The 
decisons in the Standard Oil and Tobacco trust cases 
the president considers an ample demonstration that 
the law can <be made entirely efficacious to extinguish 
monopoly. He warmly concurs in the supreme court's 
"rule of reason," and is at pains to make, clear that'the 
present law under those decisions, while ample to 
prevent or--to abate monopoly • and to restrain unfair 
and unlawful competition, is not purposed and can- 
_qot be/made to obstruct great combinations whose 


design is to gain the economies of manufacture or 
distribution by consolidation. "Mere size is no offense 
against-the law," says the -president, in--answer' to 


...those who would have the law repealed as being an 


- obstruction .to immense and useful- combinations. 


- to the proposals for constructive legislative dealing 


with great combinations the president rejoins that so 
far only "glittering generalities" have been suggested. 
He thinks the statute definite enough in the light of 
the supreme court interpretations, holding that the 
law is not likely to be violated by men who do not 
mean to violate it. However, the president concedes 


that while there should t 
ment of the Sherman law, supplemental legislation 
might be well had in some form of law to "describe 
and denounce methods of competition which are un- 
air and are badges of the unlawful purpose ,d$- 
nounced in the anti-trust law.'' 


Federal incorpation is recommended, and in sup- 


>ort of this the president quotes at length from a 
'ormer-message in which he set down in detail his 
view of that expedient for control of interstate busi- 
less. lie calls attention .to the disabilities of the 
courts in the matter of administrative machinery es- 
sential to the dissolution and reorganization of trust, 
as u-as disclosed in the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
trust cases, and thinks the court? should be em- 
powered to invoke the aid of the bureau of corpora- 
tions in such matters. 
The president recommends a 


federal corporation commission to liave close and ef- 
fective supervision over corporations. 


In conclusion the president urges the importance of 


Idorn^itSesijtht- anti-trust law. which he calls an "expression of 
Wayiw Hiv<-. '_•• i,0 efforts of a freedom-loving people to preserve the 


quality of opportunity." 
For twenty years^he says, 


t was on the statute books. Now that it is seen to 
be effective "we hear the call for its repeal on the 
plea that it interferes with business prosperity.'' 
But 


he president is hearty in his answer to this and he 
points out the vast good that has been wrought under 
his law in curbing dangerous .railway consolidations 
and in breaking up ruthless monopolies. 
He is for 


the law as it 'is. but made more effective, ij^possible and 
supplemented to guard against 
working, harm to 


.lonest business.

Astronomer Doubts If Any 


Planet Could Sustain 


Life. 


PROF. AITKEN'S VIEW 


Toronto, Dec. 5.—Under the 
head- 


ing "Life on Other Worlds." Prof. Robert 
Grant Aitken, of the Lick observatory, 
discusses in the current Journal of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of Canada 
the probability as to- the habitability of 
the planets. He summarizes all of the 
latest researches. 


His conclusions are as follows: 
The Moon—It may be that low forms 


of vegetable life are sustained by water 
vapor exuding through crevices from 
the moons interior. 
But even if this 


proves true, the moon must still bo re 
garded as practically a dead world. 


I 
Jupiter^t Semi-Sun. 


Jupiter, the largest of tho planets—It 


is a semi-sun, probably gaseous through 
out, with matter distributed as on the 
sun. Jupiter has no well defined surface 
or crust. 
The conditions there ar 


chaotic. 
Obviously, in such a worl< 


there can be no question of life. 


Sdturn, the outermost planet known 


to the ancients—It resembles Jupiter 
but is probably not so far advanced am 
is even less fitted than its larger neigh- 
bor to be the abode of life. 


Uranus and Neptune—Because, of their 


great distance . they arc only minute 
disks in the largest telescopes. 
They 


present vague surface markings and they 
are so far from the sun that its heat 
arid light can hardly be effective in pro- 
tecting life upon -those two planets even 
should life in any way; originate there. 


Satellites of Jupiter' and Saturn—It is 


possible some of them may have water 
and an atmosphere dense enough for life. 
This is merely conjectural and not very 
probable.. ...; 
Mercury—It apparently always keeps 


the same face toward the sun, it gets 
seven times as much heat as the earth 
and neither its eternal night »or its ever- 
lasting roasting day is suitable for any 
form of life.
